REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Outside of small -pox, the. Board’of Health has had bat Tile . 
to do during the past year. 


June 18, 1902 complaint was made to Dr. Gerald, member of 
the local Board of Health, that a suspected case of small pox 
was on Ore hill. On the second examination, June 19th the 
Doctor was satisfied that it was small pox, and telephoned Dr. 
Watson of Concord, Seeretary of the State Board of Health. 


- 


y : 
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June 20, the eighth day of the eruption Dr. George Cook of 
Concord saw the case and at once pronounced it small pox. 
(Dr. Cook has been an expertin small pox for twenty years.) 
A pest house was fitted up as soon as possible and Mr.’ King, 
the patient sent there and Dr. Ladd put in charge. 


In due time five cases more came down with the disease— 
three gentlemen and two ladies. The men were taken to the 
pest house, and the women were quarantined by themselves 
and a lady hired to take care of them. ‘Three of the cases 
were quite sick, one of them, Mr. Ricker was very sick. 
Three of the cases were light; the patients were not much sick 
alter the eruption was out. The last five cases were quaran- 
tined so quickly that no one else took the disease. 


The disease lasted two months. The expense to the town 
was not one half of what it has been in other towns with the 
same number of cases. A great deal of foolish talk has been 
indulged in against Dr’s Gerald and Willey. This was caused 

in part by the very wrong idea that many people had in regard 
to the disease. 

People generally have thought if any one had small pox they 
must be sick enough to nearly .rot alive, otherwise they could 
not have the disease. They also thought that every one who 
had been exposed must have it. The facts are, small pox is no 
More contagious than measles, and in many cases it runs very 


light. From May 1900 to April 1901 there were two hundred 


and fifty cases of small pox in New Hampshire with only five 
deaths, ) - 

After the disease was over with and the patients discharged 
from the pest house, everything in the shape of clothing in and 
about the house was burned and the house and contents thor- 


oughly fumigated.
